ONE STARK appraisal came 
recently from Roy Ash, former 
director of the U.S. Office of 
Management and Budget, who 
says we are standing "at a 
watershed, point on decisions 
that could determine the future 
social and~po!itical systems in 
this country."

time but in our own time. 

Ash pointed out that in 1962 
federal expenditures exceeded 




CONSUMER 
EDUCATION 



Concern about the nation's economy has become 
America's number one topic of conversation. 

Grocery ami gasoline prices, jobs and interest 
rates ail come pretty close to home for most Illinois 
consumers. But despite the nearness of the issues, 
one can't help wondering how well-informed those . 
conversations really are. 

A survey of high school- students found that 75% 
of them didn't know who is typically hurt most by 
inflation. Only 53% know how the "Truth in Lend- 
in ^ Act" helped the consumer, and the Opinion 
Research Corporation of Princeton found that most 
Americans believed net profits of businesses 
amounted to about 28% of sales instead of the actual 
figure of about 4% as determined by the U.S. 
Department of Commerce. 

In 1967, Illinois took steps to close that ignorance 
gap. Our state was the first. in the nation to formally 
recognize the need for better educated consumer 
citizens with the passage of the Consumer Educa- 
tion Act. The jaw put the study of installment* 
purchasing, budgeting and price comparison into 
our secondary school curriculum. 



$100 billion in one year, while in 
1971 we crossed the $200 billion 
line. In fiscal 1975 the feden 
expenditures rose to $300 

i billion, and in the fiscal year 
just starting the spending will i 
approximate $1 billion a day. 
At the same'time how-retired 

. Secretary of Health, Education 
and 'Welfare 'j Caspar Wein- 

; berger called for immediate 

iabolition of the federal food- 
stamp, welfare and Supplement 
tary Security Income pro- 
grams. He suggested that they 
be replaced by a "simple cash 
grant" based on income and on 
a "strong work requirement." 
Weinberger; like other secre- 
taries of Health, Education and , 
Welfare, was .appalled by the 
level of welfare expenditures on 
a nation-wide basis. He claims 
the nation's welfare system 
threatens the country with 
bankruptcy. 

AMONG THE other voices 

. raised in warning was that of 

the Brookings Institution, which. 

never has been : known as a 

center of fiscal conservatism. 

In a report oh. our national 
economic resources, the institu- 
tion asks whether the private 
sector will produce enough 
funds during the remainder of 
the decade to finance industrial 
expansion, development of new 
energy sources, mass transit, 
housing and other meeds. It 
concluded that "we can afford 
the future, but just barely." * 

And even a narrow margin of 
safety cannot be achieved, the 
study says, unless the govern- 
ment soon ' starts running 
budget surpluses and* the 
Federal Reserve System pro- 
motes low interest rates with an 
easy-money {policy. * 

The study warned that the 
surpluses would have to be 
genuine, not full-employment 
surpluses.
